Georgo Abbott-Smith, professor of 
JcwI.sh JlcUenlstlc Ijltcrnturo, In 
an address at the conclusion of 
tho regular communication of tho 
University I^dge, A.F. & A.M. 

Tho titio of the 
address was "The MonumcnUi ot 
Ancient Egypt." Xumcroua slides 
were shown ot vnrlouB ERvptlan 
-ruins, .-ind alao modern buildings 
and people. 

"Tho legends ot this marvellous 
old land," he said, "wcro full of 
mystery and romance and formed 
tho Rplritiial link between the re- 
llKlons and my.strrles ot Ancient 
Egypt and masonry. Modern 
masons nrn spiritual heirs of the 
old Egyptian builders. The finest 
application ot geometry Is found 
In Iho vallcy.vlof .tho .Vile. Tho 
linpo ot Immbrtiillty long preced- 
ed the te.TclilnBH of tho Jews, and 
In the earlie.it times there was a 
recognition that the universe wos 
under the direction of a great 
architect." 

Modern engineering projects, 
masons are .<<plrltual hlrrs of the 
dn.ni, havo submerged somo of the 
finest ruins In tho Nile valley.

In Btrathcor.a Hali. Dr. Kotschnig 
pointed out how the scope of the In- 
ternational Students' Service Is wider 
than thtu of any one of the other six. 

No^wc.^;;l^, Danish, Czeclio-Slova- 
klan and i'^lnnisli pcriRiint costumes 
flitted Kuily about as t'iils) ot the S.C. 
A. of n.V.C. served lea to llio three 
•coro quests. Jliss Kunboss sung two 
Greek songs, and what l.s more, sang 
them In fîreok. Philip Ba8.sa and Ills 
."CÇa^"" in Ukrainian. 



The international aspect was further 
enlianced by two folk dances by Paul 
Trach. The young Ukrainian, clad pic 
turesquely In aziiro pantaloons and 
green sash, won an encoro from the 
audience, and, his costume augmented 
by a sword and grey fur hat, skipped 
around tho room to the melody ot 
piano and fiddle. 

Dr." TCoischnIg, in 'a short informal 
.-iddrcss, .described the seven student 
orgnnlHatlohs ot Europe. Ho showed 
how tho I.S..S. is wider in its reach 
than any ot the others, and asserled 
that Inteiniilionallsm conld only be 
brought about when deep lellglous 
convlcllon« oxlHled, 



"rjiilE establishing of doparlmonts 
for International Studies In the 
universities of North America Is an 
excellent move. I only wish that all 
tho universities had them." declared 
Dr. Waller M. Kotschnig, general 
secretary of tho International Student 
Service, In an interview with tho 
Daily on 'Saturday. 

"Tno Idea being followed at Prince- 
ton is a very good one. Foreign pro- 
fessors are Invited over lo lecture for 
a one or two year period; In this way 
they do not get out of touèh with 
what Is going on in Europe. What is 
Important about this method is not 
so much that the students le.-irn the 
facts about conditions in Europe, but 
that they aro able to find out the way 
understanding in the universities, he 
methods of teaching of foreign pro- 
fessors." 

JT was Dr. Kotschnlg's belief that 
students who developed this undcr- 
stândlns ^ero ^able to Interpret newe 
in the papers more Intelligently. "Per- 
haps they 'Will come to different con- 
c1u.sIons, but al least they are taking 
an Intelligent attitude." 

When nskPd to suggest other 
methods of developing international 
proposed four methods; first, the In- 
terchange of ideas with foreign stu- 
dents on the campus, second debates, 
with teams from other countries 
third, student travel during the sum- 
mer months, fourth the interest of 
each university In some International 
project, such as the I. S.S. 

♦ + + 
J)ISCUSSINT> internatlonal-mlnded- 

ness in Europe, the Doctor deplored 
the lack of it in tho universities. 
'True, there -is more Interest In for- 
eign cpunlriéa on the part of Eu- 
ropeans than Americans," he admit- 
ted "but there is just as much mta- 
reprcsentatlon." 

When asked to comment on the ef- 
forts being mado b,v the students' 
councils of the University ot Mont- 
real and McGIll to develop closer re- 
lations between tho two universities. 
It was this belief that there was much 
good to come . of tho project, provided 
that relations were developed Intel- 
lectually.

J^n. Kotschnig waa told ot the need 

of loan of funds at McQill and in 
other Canadian universities. He 
agreed that this Idea should be de- 
veloped. "I would not' advocate ex- 
tending It to first year students," 
he stated, "but It certainly should bo 
available to students in their third 
and fourth, lit gives tho students In 
their final years free time for their 
studies' and . they do not loso any of 
their self-respect." Ix>an fund pro- 
jects In Europe wcro probably tho 
most appreciated of all self-help en- 
terprises he believed. 

"At our technical institute at 
Dre.sden, we are continually called 
upon to give export advice In the 
managing ot systems of student loan 
funds; at present tho In.stltuto is pre- 
paring a speci.ll Btudy ot this mailer."

"Nothing in' economics has been 
more tho subject of confllcling emo- 
tions than tho. gold standard." staled 
Mr. Leonard C. JIarsh, Director ot 
UeiiC.Trch ot tho .McGlll Social 
Research Committee. In an address on 
"Tho Gold Standard and Control ot 
Credit", at the Y. M. C. A. Forur 
yesterday afternoon. 

Today nearly two-thlfds ot ih 
world, moiisurcd by population, Is "on 
tho gold standard", continued Mr. 
Marsh. About flvo years ago it -iv'is 
found that tho modern commercial 
world would once more have to ac- 
cept the single gold standord as the 
basis for lia currencies and its fin- 
ancial relationships. Two reasons for 
this movo are evident. 

Cheeked Inflation 
In Iho first place. It was the mear'i 
of checking inflation and assuring re- 
lief from its evils In tho countr!o3 
which had suffered them. During tho 
war in every country which went otf 
the gold standard, the currency. In- 
stead of being related to a fixed weight 
of gold, was regulated by nothing ex- 
cept tho will ot the government and 
the power of the printing-press. 

"Coming back to tho gold standard" 
meant In simplest terms that a country 
undertook directly or Indirectly, lo ac- 
sept a fixed weleht ot gold as lis unit 
ot value, and lo restrict tho supply or 
Its credit by accepting certain gold 
reser\'e-mlnlma as tho basis ot its 
monetary and banking system. 
No Stability 
One of the external effects ot infla- 
tion — and of different degrees ot infla- 
tion- in . different. «at»itries— was that 
thero could bo no stability of ex 
change-rates between their cuiTencles. 
The second effect ot a concerted re- 
turn to tho gold standard, thercforo, 
was to permit stable exchange rates 
between these countries which now 
fixed the relation ot their currencies 
to a common str.ndard. 
The post-war problem is, except for

Tho tour is open to both men 
and women studcnl.s. 

'"in Glasgow, Edlnl')urgh, Oxford. 
Holland and Paris tho members ot the 
tour last year stayed at the univer- 
sity residence and personal contacts 
wore made with tho Individual atu- 
ilcnt.i. Last Christmas, those who 
wcro on tho tour received many 
Christmas cards from friends whose 
acquaintance they had mado in Eu 
rope. 

"The tour is Just like a private 
visit. It has nil tho adv,anlagcs and 
none of the dlsadvanl^es which are 
to be found in larger groups ot be- 
tween 100 and 200. Tho tour lasts for 
six weeks but extensions lo other 
countries can be arranged. Tho coun- 
tries visited arc done in as much do 
ta.ll 03 possible without hurrying and 
lashing across from place to place.'

"There Is no conflict between true

B. A. S., in his 
lecture "An Evening With Tho Stars' 
at the People's Forum last night. The 
lecture was illustrated by means ot 
amazing pliotographic slides of tlio 
solar system gathered from obsen'a- 
tories all over tho world. 

Mr. Baumgardt prefaced the show- 
ing ot his alidcu explaining that 
scientists delving into astronomy in 
earcli ot truth- are forming a . cosmic 
religion. Tho universe is a great con- 
stant of which weform apart. Whether 
Immortality is Individual or not no 
on© knows but we may be assured 
that humanity as a whole through ita 
link with the eternal universe is im- 
mortal. 

Man'* Immortal Intellect 
The elements and laws existing on 
the fc^rth are tho same as those fou.id 
In tho rest of tho universe, thus prov- 
ing Its unity. Man's Immortal intelle>:t 
by means ot astro-physics has made 
possible this research into tho Infinite 
declared tho speaker. In an obser- 
v.alory one must ghio his eye lo tlie 
telescope without blinking. Tho faith- 
ful camera replaces tho blinking eyt 
and can obtain views Invisible to the 
eye. ■

The program opened with an Over- 
ture, tho "Academic Festival" by 
Brahms. The' Symphony No. 2 in ~) 
Major by Haydn followed; this is 
more commonly known as the Lon- 
don Symphony, and is in four move- 
mcnt.s. Tho next number was Beeth- 
rvcn's Concerto, with Miss Virginia 
MacLçan at the piano, whiçh;re'céived 
much applause. The last number was 
a repelitlori of Elgar's transcription 
of the Fuguo in C Minor by Bach, 
played by tlio orchestra - about a 
month ago. 



The many hours ot worlc spread 
over a period ot several months by 
the varioUB departments ot the 
Choral and Operatic Society came to 
a successful climax Saturday even- 
ing with the rlng'ng down of tlio 
curtain on tho last performance of 
the "Pirates of Penzance".

World Confusion 
"It the world wiLS ever in contusion, 
it Is today," said Dr. Kotschnig. ".Men 
are struggling as hardly ever before. 
All scnso of unity, reality and oneness 
has disappeared. Never before has 
man been so unh.ippy. Never before 
havo people been so dl.is.-itlsflcd with 
their Ilve!<. .MonK with economic dis- 
tress, there Is an Inner restlessness. 
Wo aro threatened with revolution. 

"A growing number ot people and 
groups. In particular Russia, have 
como to believe that God la tho auth- 
or of ,nll confusion. Ho is one who 
confn.soa our thought, lause.s all our 
.«•trlfo. .'in opl.ito which hinders us 
from llberatlne tho world. This Is a 
widespread attitude. 

"This Is tho greatesft challenge to 
tho Christian community. to tho 
Chrlstlon Church. It institutions of 
tho Godles.s are growing. It Is not be- 
cau.so their lead'^ra .iro good propa- 
gandi.Tts, it Is not that tho Christiana 
aro oppressed. It Is because these 
people are convinced and have an ex- 
traordinary sense of sacrifice. This 
forces us to. ask ourselves it we havu 
the same conviction, tho same sacri- 
fice. 

Not Unified 
"In the deeper sense we aro not uni- 
fied. There arc splits in our own 
community. In our own thoughts The 
young pcoplo are drifting away and 
falling prey to tho new Intlucuccs. 
There Is a lack ot real unity, ot a 
united faith."

Student Travel 

Among ;i number of ambiLion.s of 
students, jirobably one of the uppermost is 
the desire to travel iti Europe. Those 
.students wlio are not worried financially 
in many cases have been able already to 
go on one of the many highly advertised 
ïil^yiFIJ °'^'^*^'''''' ^^''^'^ limited resources, have 
■^ç^înaged to work their way across to 
Europe on a freighter, and have been able 
to do a limited amount of travelling on 
their own. 

With little difficulty we soon see the 
deficiencies in each method. In the first 
ca.se, tours tend to be over-organised, and 
too mucli ground is covered with a lack of 
inten.sity. Studont.s come back with a 
vagiie conception of public building.s, large 
museums and cafes. In the second case, 
there is a tendency for the thrifty adven- 
turer to leave his trip unorganised, and to 
travel aimlessly within a limited area. 

On Saturday A. Gordon Burns, travel 
.•secretary of the National Federation of 
Canadian University students, paid a fly- 
ing visit to McGill and told us a little about 

. the plans of the Federation's annual tour 

' of certain European*?Sunt;ries. 

^^'c had been always somewhat .scorn 
ful of the idea of connecting students, the 
supposed oxi)onents of original thinking, 
with thoughtless conducted tours, but his 
information soon made us change our 
minds. 

In this tour we can sec a happy com- 
promise between the conducted tour of 100 
or 200 ])cople and the offhand rambles of 
the student who "freights" his way over 
There is sufficient organisation without 
hampering individual freedom and in- 
terest. Time limits are not so stringent; 
the progi-am is not over-ambitious, .so that 
■ just a certain amount of ground is covered 

: with some degree of intensity. 

• The greatest advantage we can see is 
the accomodation. Instead of being put up 
at the largest hotel, with the hotel staff 
speaking English no matter what country 
the party i.s in, the Federation has arrang- 
ed to have the group stay in student 
residences, where some intelligent un- 
derstanding of the country can be possible. 

And so we recommend this tour. Every 
year there are a certain number of stud- 
ents who are able to travel. Their own 
N.U.S. offers thoni a tour which is really 
more worth while than the average one so 
widely advertised. 



Town And City 

It i.s a curiou.s f.ict that very few of 
the world's great universities are situated 
in the large cities. Always the small rural 
communities .seem to dmw the institutions 
of learning. In the United States gov- 
ernment colleges arc almost in variably 
located in country places. The privately 
endowed .school.s also seek the country; 
and the larger ones whose medical facul- 
ties demand large centres of population 
get as far away as they conveniently can. 
O.xfoi-d and Cambridge are not metro- 
])olitan towns, and with few exceptions all 
the colleges get away from the cities. 

Country and city was for many years 
a standard debating topic, and if mem- 
ory serves it i.s even now not unknown in 
high school composition examinations. It 
can be argued that living is cheaper in the 
country, that there are fewer distractions, 
that many of the numerous time-wasting 
devices of the city ;ire unknown, that there 
would be more work done and that the all- 
round quality of .scholarship would be 
higher. 

All this may be right, but the city is 
so much more attractive, the diversions 
are so amusing, the time-wasting devices 
are so agreeable and instructive and the 
work avoided ■ is bracing that we shall 
never jidvocate the removal of .McGill to 
Ste. Aime de Bellevue. 



■One Last Word 

The Pirates have come and gone, leav- 
ing behind them the memory of one of the 
best student shows put on here in the last 
tour years. Persons of critical mind may 
lave found some few things which did not 
measure up to their high standards, but 
for the average undergraduate theatre- 
goer the final effect was most pleasing. 

Undoubtedly, comic opera of the Gilbert 
and Sullivan type is the only thing for an 
amateur group of singers. Nothing else 
yfdyid be so colorful, amusing and easy to 
{jstage. Some are inclined to argue that 
comic opera is not the sort of perform- 
ance which should be encouraged in a so- 
ciety which purports in its name to be 
choral as well as operatic; 'but ho long as 
they,s;ontinue to stage rshows of the qual- 
ity of "Pirates cf Poni'.ance". -r- which is, 
Incidently, a fin::n-.',':il .•;uv;:(!;j^^--ther(; v.'ill 
ba littio Cf.impl;!:p.i jVoiii any source.

Krafft-Eblng's additional 
worka Include Uypnotlsche Expérimenta and Die 
Progressive Allcgemclno l'aralywo. i;jils w.ns real 
pioneering. Before Krafft-Kbliig's time lunatic 
nsylumK were nodl.am Indeed, unci thero wa.s very 
little scientific treatment ot the Insane, lie brought 
psychiatry within the scopo of scientific medicine. 

While l-'reud's work Js of Inestimable prac- 
tical and theoretical value, Ellis's psychological 
work, as It stands, Is only a record of case reports, 
and can only bo used ns such. This makes the 
fivo greatest men in the world' Darwin, Newton, 
Ellis, Tonh riiiil Hubblsli. 

Tho (rouble Is that a whole lot of second 
rate disciples have got hold of Freud's doctrines 
and twisted them up to fit their own Ideas; and 
since It Is obvious that a few hundred disciples 
aro going to bo njoro prolific than their master, 
they spread their own gospel rather than his. And 
so It happens that tho world thinks I'rciul over- 
emph.aslses w^x. As a matter of fact, ho merely 
stales that most hysterias and many dreams have 
an underlying se.\-ual basis because sex Is tho most 
ropi-csspd oC tho Instincts; a premise which near- 
ly everyone with c-vpcrlence In lho_. matter will 
gr.ant. He Is not trying to dazilo àhybody. But 
his disciples jump at the Idea and say that evcrj*.

Ellis 
collects museum pieces; Krafft-Eblng and Freud 
made inachlncs that work. 

Finally, I recommend that If you want to know 
anything about theso men for any reason, such 
as writing an article, you go right to their own 
works, becaiiso If you garner your Information 
from Parnassus and tho American IMagazInc, you 
are very apt to bo misled.

Basis of Credit 

The sold standard Is the basis of 
cred;t or purchasing-power. It is a 
tool whose manipulation calls for ti- 
ternatlonal cooperation, on the^ part 
og governments and of tho'world's 
banker.-!— and for wisdom and Imagin- 
ation In addition. The Fînanci-.! 
Committee of the Xxiague wf Nation» 
has had the current questions which 
arise In connection with It under Its 
consldei-ation for more than a year. 

So far as tho me-ms are concerned, 
W3 have this in tho .shape of the 
W. rid Bank for Intenntlonal Settle- 
ments, which la important as much be- 
cause It enta'Is tho periodical meoUng 
of the world's bankers as because It 
provides a central banking Instltutloa 
for tho world. Its possibilit és are not 
limited to tho question of the good 
standard alone— they may extend to 
all the other monetary factors which 
have effects on postwar commerce or 
industry— matters such as reparations, 
war debts, international loans, and tho 
declining value of silver. 

Increased gold production Is desir- 
able on all general grounds. There 
Is also a growing need for experiment 
In tho direction ot lowering legil 
gold-reservo minima or gold-propro- 
tlon requirements, whether for tho 
Lisue of currency or credit; and tor 
every device which will restrict tho 
uso of gold to tho IlquIdaUon of nar 
tlonal balance of indebtedness only.

Dr. Kotschnig pointed out tlirci! 
fundamental wcnknesses In the Christ- 
Ian faith. I'irslly. tlicre was no iiiiiiv 
of faltli; «econilly, there wa.s no in- 
tegration of a|)plication of f.ilili to 
things of the world, (the needs of the 
world were not known, nationally or 
Internationally,); thirdly, there Is no 
common action. 

"In tho first ca.-ip. I am ii' t ihinU- 
Ing of liie Kcc.irlan UriieKl''. I am 
thinking of a mudi morp f undanipntal 
diff<;rcnee: that exi.'*ting between the 
Clirl.silan conception ot the Kuropenn 
continent and the Kngllsh-spoaklng 
conception ot Christianity. There Is 
llttio common undcrst.inding between 
the two." 

Churches Paralysed 

Tho Doctor described tho ICuropoan 
conception a« ono In which tho pos- 
Nibllltlcs of men wero minimised. Tlie 
people were helpless; they felt that 
God was utterly different from any- 
thing In this world. All they could 
do was humlily empty themselves of 
the thinss of tlie world. '■This has 
paral.\sPil tlm continental churches." 

Ill tho Anglo-aaxon countries, es- 
pecially' in tho student field, ho be- 
lieved that Christians were living In 
a spirit of self-assurance, "a religion 
ot prosperity." So tar they had for- 
gotten all about God. As long as there 
waa prosperity, they were perfectly 
happy, 

"These two very different concep- 
tion:! aro a source ot great weakness. 
They aro both developing on different 
lines, further and further apart. 

"In tho second place, there is a 
wrong iipiiiication of failli. People 
wlio h.avo real conviction of tlie tasks 
as Clirisllaiia know too llttio about 
tlio world, and do not rcallso their 
International or social implicitions. 
.\otions in tho .spirit of lovo lead to 
an impasse. 

Oneness In Chritt 

'■^\■e in Oenev.a often feel that tlicre 
is too littio interest and undcr.stand- 
Ing In the League of Nations. A feel- 
ing of oneness In Christ is necessary; 
without tills Ihero will bo unity, the 
whole thing will bo a failure." 

The third poiii!, l.ick of common 
action, w.iH dl.-ii-ii.'-.'-rd with reference 
to the A\'orld Stiiilciil I'lirislhin I'ed- 
od.alioii. Dr. Kotsclinig prai.sed their 
work III the three fields, "In the stu- 
dent-field, thcro ia a hunger for 
spiritual re.illty. StudcntH who aro 
.supposed to be Christ inns become so 
iibsorbed In reform work that tiiey 
for.'îcl Chrl.st. 

"Tho W. S. C. V. has liroiighl to- 
gether lenders of f.'lirisliaii inove- 
mcnls' of tho world. Hardly any other 
effort has been ho Kincero nnd nirn- 
cst." By this Federation, Dr. Kotscli- 
nig believed a wider basis of Unity 
of Christ was being developed. 
Application of Faith. 

WItli national movements, inter- 
nittluiinl conforcnccfi, cxcliango stu- 
dents and nn Increased knowlcdgo ot 
other countries, nn application of 
faith to tho things of tho world was 
lieing effected. 

Dr. Kol.Mclinlg pniisod tho I'edera- 
tiou for Us relief work fol^owin^' tho 
war, and told ot his own cxpcrlenco 
as a distressed student In Austria. 
Bcforo relief came, the students had 
become dcsperato and bitter; and had 
abandoned religion. "When help ar"- 
rived, we wero not merely saved phy- 
sically. Wa had a compietoly new 
outlook on life. For help had come 
from tho countries agoinnt whom wo 
liad fought during tho war, hghinsl 
countries whom wo had been taught 
to hate.- Wo had a new outlook In- 
ternationally, a new feeling ot good- 
will, and a changed attitude to Chris- 
tianity," concluded Dr, Kotschnlg. 

Dr. Kotschnlg was introduced by 
Rqv. Krroi C. Amaron, associate miti 
Ister ot tho church.
